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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 2, 3, 5, 6, 8-13 and 15- 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Specifically the specification does not disclose what is meant by "old ASTM". Page 7 lines 20- 
23, disclose "the term, old ASTM, used herein represents one of the definitions of the oxygen 
concentration in the silicon and one of the techniques for converting a FT-IR spectrum to an 
oxygen concentration 11 . This definition would not enable one of ordinary skill in the art to make 
the current invention, because they would not know what the "old ASTM" comprises. Is it the 
ASTM 79 as disclosed by Tamatsuka US Patent 6,224,668 (see column 3 line 33) or ASTM '81

as disclosed by Murakami [0015] or another ASTM? These claims will not be addressed with 
respect to the prior art. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. Specifically claim 1 disclose " bonding a wafer 
for active layer" and " reducing a film thickness in a part of said active layer wafer of said 
bonded wafer to thereby form an SOI layer for manufacturing an SOI wafer". The claim 
language does not make sense. The examiner does not understand what is being claimed. Is 
there one wafer or three? The claim discloses an active layer wafer, a bonded wafer and an SOI 
wafer. The examiner will treat the claims as though there is just the SOI wafer with an active 
layer and a supporting layer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
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such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 5 4 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tamatsuka et al. (US 6,224,668) in view of Falster (US 2005/0255671). Tamatsuka disclose 
bonding an active layer (2) to a support substrate (3) reducing the film thickness of the active 
layer (see figures la-lg). Regarding claim 4, Tamatsuka disclose ion implanting and heat 
treating to separate the layers (see column 9 lines 12-30). Regarding claim 14, Tamatsuka 
disclose forming an SOI layer with a thickness of 1 micron or less (see abstract). Tamatsuka 
fails to disclose a support wafer with stacking faults in it. However Falster disclose using 
stacking faults in the support substrate/base to act as intrinsic gettering sites. Therefore it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art a the time the invention was made to 
combine the teachings of Tamatsuka and Falster because the stacking faults would prevent metal 
atoms and other atoms from diffusing through to the oxide layer [ Falster,0008 and 0014].
